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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that Southwick does not 
disclose "an elongated support extending over the pad at a location spaced apart from a travel path of the head". The examiner 
disagrees. The elongated support at 150 clearly extends over, in that it lies in a plane above, the pad. Applicant has not claimed that the 
support extends parallel to the surface of the pad. The discharge unit 152, in rotating on the support 150, is considered movable along the 
support to discharge planarizing solution onto separate areas of the pad. Note column 4, lines 64-66, where Southwick discloses that 
other liquids may be dispensed from nozzle 190. While applicant's argument that changes in solution dispensing may require changes in 
the conditioning requirements of the pad, the examiner is not required to show how the modification would be accomodated in the 
combined teaching references. The test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated 
into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the 
references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981).. 
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
